the fortune in question was long ago 
discovered and appiopriated by one of 
the Rothschild family

"In the manuscript memoirs of the 


Due de Fcltie, Napoleon's minister of 
war, it is expressly stated that the em- 
peror inclosed a note on the Bank of 
France, duly signed by the governors of 
that institution, in a split&franc piece; 
that the halves were then welded to- 
gether, partially reminted and thrown 
in a heap of similar coins, which the 
emperor mixed with his own hands. 
These coins Napoleon took with him in 
a bag when he went to Boulogne and 
distributed lavishly en route, even drop- 
ping some of them out of his carriage 
Windows. In this way it was impossible 
to keep track of the lucky coin. 


"The news of this odd lottery spread 


far and wide, and the 5 franc piece 
leaped into immediate favor. From 
that day to this mutilation of the coin 
has been common in France, Switzer- 
land, Belgium and elsewhere. Every 
year the Bank of France is requested to 
make good scores of pieces split in a 
vain search for the 5,000,000 frano 
bank note.

Still it is a 
current theory that some of the money 
which enabled Napoleon ITJ to reach 
the imperial throne -was found in the 
lucky silver piece, which his mother, 
Oneen Hortense, had wheedled ont of

It is stronger to-day and poe 
sesses more vigorous life than when, 
three years ago, it was sustained by 
the votes of 6,600,000 from the bone 
and 
sinew of our nation. 
Even 


with the unlikely defeat of Bryan in 
1900, the cause or issue would not be 
buried, but would remain on the polit- 
ical surface and would advance to the 
front four years thereafter with more 
vigor and hopefulness than ever before. 
No one who honestly believes in the 
principle of free and unlimited coinage 
of silver will surrender to the enemies' 
of independent bimetallism, and such 
honest belief is increasing and making 
itself more manifest as the days, v?eeke 
and months roll by.

A felon ia a severe and usually a most 
ainfnl inflammation of tbe end of the 
ngcr, more«ommonly either the thnjnb 
r index finger of the right hand, for ! 
he reason that these, are most exposed 


tho little wounds from which the 


trouble starts; but any-ofj the fingers, 
w even one of the toes, may be the seat 
If a felon. 
, 


The inflammation starts generally 


from the prick of a pin or needle or 
rom a scratch or cut, but often the 
woutyJ- ia BO slight that no notice ia 
taken of it until the finger begins to 
$row sore. The soreness soon passes in- 
;o actual pain, and this rapidly becomes 
most intense and throbbing, and some- 
times is felt all the way up the arm. 


It is worse when the hand is allowed 


to hang down. The ball of the finger is 
liot, red and swollen. At the eame time 
the patient feels more or less ill, is fe- 
verish, and has a headache and rapid 
pulse. 


When the inflammation is deep seat- 


ed, pus collects beneath the periosteum, 
or membrane covering the bone, and 
this greatly increases the distress as 
well as the danger. If allowed to go on 
unrelieved, the inflammation may creep 
up the finger into the palm of the hand, 
and then the .condition becomes a most 
serious one 
In almost any case when 


once pus has formed beneath the perios- 
teum more or less of the bone will die, 
leaving the end of the finger crippled 01 
disfignred by a deep scar 


When the treatment is begun very 


early, it is sometimes possible to cut 
short the inflammation by cold cloths 
applied continuously to the inflamed 
part These must bo frequently renew,- 
3d, foi if allowed to get warm they will 
act i:a poultices and rather hasten sup- 
puration than arrest it 
At the same 


time the arm should be kept in a sling, 
with the hand raised and resting on 
the cliest 


If the inflammation does not rapidly 


Btilnside under this treatment, we must 
reverse it and try to bring matters to a 
head by means of poultices or TOt 
cloths applied as hot as they can bu 
tome and changed very often. 


The only thing to be done when pus 


has formed is to cut the finger and let 
it out. This is painful enough for the 
instant, but it will prevent many days 
of acute suffering and all danger of 
severe iaflammation of the hand and 
arm, w.ith enbseguent blood poisoning

or membrane covering the bone, ana 
this greatly increases the distress as 
well as the danger. If allowed to go on 
unrelieved, tne inflammation may creep 
np the finger into the palm of the hand,

once pus has formed beneath the perios- 
teum more or less of the bone will die, 
leaving the end of the finger crippled or 
disfigured by a deep scar. 


When the treatment is begun very 


early, it is sometimes possible to cut 
short the inflammation by cold cloths 
applied continuously to the inflamed 
nnrt These must be frequently renew- 
>J fin if allowed to get warm they will 
act us poultices and rather hasten sup- 
puration than arrest it 
At the eame 


time the arm should be kept in a sling, 
with the hand raised and resting on 
the chest

If the inflammation does not rapialy 


subside under this treatment, we must 
reverse it and try to-bring matters to a 
head by means of poultices or wet 
cloths applied as hot as they can bo 
borne and changed very often. 


The only thing to be done when pus 


has formed is to cut the finger and let 
it out This is painful enough for the 
instant, but it will prevent many days 
of acnte suffering and all danger of 
severe inflammation of the hand and 
arm, with subsequent blood poisoning
